LONDON,  January  10. 

Bv  the  Hamburgh  mail  there  were  let- 
ters from  Embden,  ftating  that  the  King 
of  Prtrffia  had  laid  an  embargo  on  all  the 
vefiTels  laden  with  er.rn.

By  the  lateft  accounts  from  the  camp 
of  the  Grand  Vizier,  by  way  of  Conftan- 
tinople,  which  are  dated  lit,  Nov.  there 
is  little  probability  of  his  moving  forward 
to  attack  the  French.  His  army  does  not 
encreafe,  becaufe  what  it  receives  by  re- 
inforcement it  daily  lofes  by  defertion. 

The  Appollo,  latelv  arrived  from  India 
after  a  remarkable  quick  paffage, brought 
the  particulars  to  government  of  the  un- 
fuccefsful  attempt  made  by  co!.  Murray 
and  a- detachment  of  the  84th  regiment, 
to  make  a  landing  at  Suez.  A  promife 
of  extenfive  co-operation  had  been  made 
>v  the!Scheriff  of  Medina  :  in  confequence 
of  which,  col.  Murrny,  with  a  body  of  bei 
tween  4  and  5  thoufand  men,  failed  front 
Ind-a,  and  was  conducted  up  the  red  fea 
by  fome  vefi'els  of  commodore  Blanket'* 
fquadron.  The  Sclieriff  of  Medina  was 
fo  far  faithful  to  his  engagement,  that  he 
joined  the  Enghfli  in  perlbn,  but  with  a 
force  fo  inadequate  that  tlt\ir  attempt  to 
make  good  a  landing  failed.

"  LEGISLATORS, 

The  Republic  triumphs,  &  its  enemiea 
again  implore  its  moderation". 

'*  The  fame  of  fhe  victory  of  Hohen- 
linden  has  been  heard  throughout  Europe. 
It  will  be  reckoned  in  the  number  of  the 
moft  gracious  days  which  ha  ve  illuftrateel 
French  valor;  but  it  had  fcarcely  been 
conlidered  any  thing  by  our  defenders* 
who  never  confider  theinfelves  as  having 
conquered,  but  when  there  remain  no 
longer  any  enemies  of  the  country. 

"The  army  of  the  Rhine  has  paffed 
the  Inn  ;  every  day  there  has  been  a  bat- 
tle and  every  battle  has  been  a  triumph. 
The  Gallo-Batavian  army  conquered  ac 
Bamberg  ;  the  army  of  the  Grifons, 
amidftfnows  and  ice  croffed  the  Spulgen 
to  turn  the  formidable  lines  of  the  Min- 
cioandtht  Adige..  The  army  of  Itajy 
has  carried  the  paffage  of  the  Mincio,  by 
main  force,  and  blockades  Mantua.  In 
Ihort  Moreau  is  no  mere  than  five  days 
march  from  Vienna,  mafter  of  an  immenfc 
country,  and  of  all  the  magazine?  of  thei 
enemy. 

M  1  hen  was  it  that  Prince  Charles  slic- 
ed an  armiftice,  which  was  granted  by  the 
commander  in  Chief  of  the  army  of  the 
Rhine,  the  terms  of  which  accompany 
this.  , 

Count  CobenZet,  the  Plenipotentiary 
of  the  emperor  at  Luneville,  has  declar- 
ed by  a  note  of  the  3  ift  of  December  that 
die  was  ready  to  open  negotiations  for  a 
feparate  peace.

Ic 
n^ke*  no  pvetentions  to  ar.v  thing  or.  the 
righ'tbank — The  imerefts  of  Eiwjpe  will- 
not  allow  that  the  emperor  flioulcqpafs  thai 


AJi^e.  TTie  independence  of  the  Hel- 
vetic and  Batavian  Republics  fliall  be  fe- 
/tired  and  acknowledged. — Our  victories 
add  nothing  to  the  pretentions  of  the 
French  people.  Auftria  muft  not  expect 
from  her  defeats  what  fhe  could  not  ob- 
tain by  her  victories. 

"  Such  are  the  invariable  intentions  of 
government  ;  It  will  be  the  happinefs  of 
France  to  reltore  peace  to  Germany  and 
Italy,  her  glory  will  be  to  free  the  con- 
tinent from  the  avaricious  and  malignant 
genius  of  England. 

M  If  good  faith  lliould  again  be  deceiv- 
ed, we  are  at  Prague,  at  Vienna,  and  at 
Venice. 

"  Such  ardour  and  fuch  fuceefs  entitle 
our  armies  to  the  complete^  gratitude  of 
the  nation.  Government  would  willing- 
ly find  new  expreffions  to  immortalize 
their  exploits,  but  there  is  one  which,  by 
its  limplicity, will  ever  be  worthy  of  the 
fentiments,  and  of  the  courage  of  the 
French  foldier. 

"The  government  propofes  the  fol- 
lowing four  laws.

«•  Firft  magiflrates  of  the  Republic,  in 
depositing  its  fentiments  in  your  bofom, 
the  Legiflative  body  fulfils  a  duty  which 
is  dear  and  facred  to  it.  It  (peaks  to 
you  i.i  the  name  of  Frenchmen." 

The  confervatory  fenate  replied  to  the 
meffage  of  t he  Confulate  as  follows  ;

PHILADELPHIA,  March  5. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  in 
London  to  bis frier.d  in  this  city,  dated 
January  1 1. 

"  Since  the  Auftrian  commander  In 
chief,  Prince  Charles,  demanded  from 
Gen.  Moreau  the  armiftice  which  had 
been  concluded  in  confequence  of  the 
Auftrian  dtfeut  at  Hohet'Iinded,  a  great 
victory  has  been  obtained,  on  the  25th 
December  by  the  French  Gen.  Brune, 
commander  of  the  army  in  Italy,  over 
that  of  the  Auftrians,  commanded  by 
Gen.  Bellegarde.  The  fruit  of  the  vic- 
tory on  the  fide  of  the  French,  at  pieces 
of  cannon,  and  4,000  Auftrians  iljin  or 
milling,  ahd  8,000  takrn  prifoneri. 

"  The  above  defeats  have  completed 
the  humiliation  of  th;  hoilfe  of  Auftria, 
which,  for  its  fidelity  to  its  engagements. 
Teemed  to  deferve  a  better  fate.  Before 
Prince  Charles  had  figned  this  armiftice 
v/ith  M  >rcau,  the  Kmperor  had  been  re- 
leafed  from  his  engagements  with  our 
government  in  cafe  of  future  misfortune; 
and  though  the  very  extinction  of  the 
Auftrian  government  feemed  to  beat  the 
will  of  the  Firft  Conful,  yet  it  appears, 
by  the  moderation  of  the  preliminary 
conditions  of  the  armiftice,  that  he  had 
no  views  of  that  nature;  for  they  de- 
mand no  further  conceffioh  than  what 
were  prefcrihed  before  the  battle  of  Ma- 
rin »n  ;  by  making  the  left  bank  of  the 
Rhine  the  boundary  of  the  French  re- 
public, a  hope  is  entertained  that  a  per- 
manent peace  is  attainable.  So  far  fr> 
good,  as  fjr  as  the  Eniperor's  German 
terptory  is  concerned.  But,  on  the 
fide  of  his  affairs  in  Italy,  wholly  derang- 
ed and  endangered,  there  is  no  faying 


what  embarraffments  he  may  not  have  to 
contend  with.  Bonaparte  has  already 
leclared,  fince  that  victory,  "  the  inter- 
"  eft  of  Europe  does  not  allow  the 
"  Emperor  to  pals  the  Adige  ;"  of 
courfe,  Mantua  cannot  be  retained  by 
the  emperor,  nor  the  territory  between 
the  lines  of  the  Mincio  and  Adige. 

"  Count  Cobenzel,  the  emperor's  ple- 
nipotentiary at  Limeville,  has  declared 
bv  a  note  dated  Dec.  31,  to  the  French 
plenipotentiary,  that  he  was  ready  to  en- 
ter upon  a  negotiation  for  a  separate 
p(acc  with  France.  The  French  govern- 
ment gives  cut,  that  whatever  the  arti- 
cles of  the  enfuing  negotiation  may  be, 
the  independence  of  the  Helvetic  and 
Batavian  Republics  (hall  be  guaranteed. 
Count  Cobenzel's  note  on  the  31ft,  Dec. 
was  written  in  confequence,  of  the  vic- 
tory of  Gen.  Brune  in  Italy. 

Our  Imperial  Parliament  meets  on  the 
23d  irift.  when  no  doubt,  thefe  events 
will  render  the  debates  unufually  inter- 
clling,  of  which  I  will  give  you  the  carli- 
eft  idvices.

The  tranquillity  of  Ireland  is  ftill  con- 
fidered  very  precarious,  During  the 
whole  of  laft  week,  there  was  a  fmart 
prel's  in  Dublin  for  cars,  to  accomodate 
the  military  in  their  marches  from  thence 
to  other  parts  of  the  country. 

The  Union. — On  the  ift  of  January, 
the  flags  and  banners  of  the  united  king- 
doms are  to  be  hoifted  and  difplayed  on 
all  his  majefty's  forts  and  caftles  within 
the  united  kingdoms,  and  the  iflands  of 
Guernfey,  Jerfey,  Alderny,  Sark  and 
Man  ;  and  alio  on  board  all  his  majefty's 
Ihipi  of  war  then  lying  in  any  of  the 
pons  or  harbors  of  the  laid  united  king- 
doms, or  of  the  iflands  aforefaid.

STATE  PAPER. 
The  following  note  has  lately  been  de- 
livered by  the  Swedifh  miniiter  for  fo- 
reign affairs,  to  the  miniiter  of  his  Pruffi- 
an  majelty  at  Siockholm,  on  the  fubjectof 
the  artair  of  Barcelona-*. 

"  Having  Hated  to  the  king  the  manner 
in  which  his  Prulfian  Majelty  has  viewed 
the  memorial  of  inc  court  of  Spain,  on 
the  fubject  of  an  ini'ult  offered  to  the  Swe- 
(lifb  flag,  by  the  Englilh  ;  the  underlined, 
chancellor  of  the  court,  has  been  com- 
manded to  exprcls  to  Mi  de  Terach,  the 
grateful  acknowledgments  of  his  majelty, 
lor  the  conltant  attention  which  the 
court  of  Berlin  has  lhewn  to  the  interefts 
of  the  neutral  flags,  and  the  full  confi- 
dence which  he  repofes  in  the  mode  in 
which  they  are  regarded  bv  that  court. 

U  1  he  king  viewed  with'  furprife  the 
public  relpo.iubility  to  which  the  court  of 
Spain  has  called  Sweden,  upon  the  occa- 
lion,  and  the  menaces  which  it  has  here- 
to added  ;  notwithltanding  all  the  vexa- 
tions to  which  neutral  flags  have  been 
expolcd  during  the  prefent  war,  this  is 
the  moil  opprelhve  proceeding  which 
they  have  yet  experienced.  Being  thus 
inceffantly  placed  between  the  offence 
and  the  reparation,  they  muft  foon  be 
dragged  into  a  concern  in  the  war,  or 
ceale  to  appear  on  the  fea,  where  it  is 
carried  on. 

"  Thefe  truths,  involving  confluen- 
ces fo  important  to  the  other  neutral 
powers,  as  well  ag  to  Sweden,  Bis  Swe- 
dilh  majelty  could  not,  in  general,  tale 
upon  himlelf  any  (hare  of  refoonfiMlitv 
for  the  improper  ufe  which  the  bellige- 
rent powers  may  make  of  the  Swedifh 
vc.l-ls  which  they  may  fcize  upon. 
"  i  Ins  principle  appears  to  his  Swe- 
nujeity  lo  well  founded,  that  he  fl  .t- 
s  himlelf  the  court  of  Berlin  will  give 


common  intereft  appear  equally  to  de- 
mand; and  it  his  been  hitherto  refpected 
amidft  all  the  outrages  which  have  been 
committed  on  both  tides,  without  which 
the  war  muft  have  become  general.  Had 
the  Ottoman  Tone,  Ruflia  and  England, 
attached  fuch  refponfibility  to  all  the  flags 
in  the  port  of  Alexandria — had  they 
claimed  the  reft'uution  of  Egypt  from 
the  refpeclive  governments, becaufe  their 
merchant;'  veltelshad  been  compelled  to 
carry  French  troops  to  take  that  coun- 
try by  furprife,  and  had  they  ufed  the 
fame  peremptory  terms  and  conditions — 
all  commerce,  all  neutrality  mult  have 
been  at  once  annihilated.  His  majeflv 
therefore  conceived  that  the  violence  of- 
fered to  the  Swedifh  flag  at  Barcelona, 
was  not  to  be  treated  in  any  other  man- 
ner than  that  of  which  he  had  previouflv 
to  complain  ;  and  he  referves  to  himfelf 
the  privilege  of  demanding  reparation  for 
the  injuries  done  to  his  lubjects  or  his  flag, 
at  fuch  opportunity,  and  by  fuch  means  as 
his  particular  fituation  may  afford. 

M  His  majefty  however,  ought  not  to 
conceal,  that  in  tne  prefent  cafe,  the  in- 
jury which  has  thence  refulted  to  a  friend- 
H  ly  power,  gives  him  fo  much  more  uneafi- 
nefs,  as  he  regards  the  capture  made  by 
the  Englifli,  as  very  illegal,  and  he  is  anx- 
ioufly  defirous  of  being  better  able,  bv 
his  rcprefentations,  to  contribute  to  its 
rellitution. 

"  His  majefty  will  certainly  make  ex- 
ertions to  effect  an  arrangement,  upon 
which  the  continuance  of  amicable  rela- 
tions between  Sweden  and  Spain  is  un- 
expectedly made  to  depend  ;  but  he  can- 
not at  prefent,  take  thofe  (leps  with  ref- 
pect  to  his  own  convoys,  nor  give  the 
court  of  Spain  any  better  hopes  than  he 
has  himfelf.

WASHINGTON,  (City,)  March  1. 

Two  Pruflian  armies  of  60,000  each, 
are  affembled  on  the  fronties  of  Ruflia. 

PrulTia  has  renewed  the  prohibition  to 
export  corn. 

The  price  of  grain  ftill  continued  at  an 
enormous  price  in  England.  The  king 
iffued  a  proclamation,  recommending  to 
all  families  to  reduce  the  confumption  of 
bread  one  third,  limiting  each  perfon  to 
a  quartern  loaf  per  week ;  to  abftain 
from  the  ufe  of  paftry,  and  to  reftrict  the 
confumption  of  cuts  for  pleafure  horfes, 
&c. 

In  different  provinces  of  Spain,  the 
plague  ftill  continues  its  ravages  ;  but  at 
Cadiz  it  has  nearly  fubfided.  It  has 
reached  Ma'aga  and  extended  along  the 
coaft.  The  Spmifh  phyficians  who  are 
not  very  lkilful,  have  at  length  diicover- 
ed  (fays  a  London  paper)  that  the  difor- 
der  was  brought  from  America  in  a  (hip 
which  arrived  at  Cadi2  the  ift  of  Auguft 
laft  ! 

The  difpute  between  the  court  of  Ber- 
lin and  the  fenate  of  Hamburgh,  respect- 
ing the  capture  of  the  Pruflian  veffel  at 
Cruxhaven  has  been  amicably  adjufted, 
and  in  confequence,  it  is  faid,  the  Prufli- 
an troops  are  to  evacuate  that  place. 

The  motive  which  induced  the  empe- 
ror of  Ruflia  to  feize  upon  the  property 
and  embargo  the  (hipping  of  the  Englilh 
in  his  ports,  is,  to  catife  the  ifhnd  of 
Malta  to  be  given  up  to  him  bv  England, 
by  virtue  of  a  convention  figned  in 
•793'  by  which  it  was  agreed  that  it 
fhould  be  reftored  to  the  order  of  St. 
John  of  Jerufalem. 

Great  as  have  been  the  diftreffes  occa- 
sioned by  the  war  in  Germany,  the  entil- 
ing winter  campaign  promifes  to  exceed 
all  former  years  in  wretchednefs 
A  letter  from  Auftr.irgh  mentions,  that 
hay  is  fo  fcarce  in  Suabia,  that  the  hor- 
fes of  the  French  cavalry  are  fed  with 
half  a  ration  of  ftraw.  Diforders  rage 
among  the  cattle,  and  in  many  towns  and 
villages  the  inhabitans  have  nothing  left 
them  but  their  lives. 

In  the  Britifh  houfe  of  commons  on 
the  1  ith  Dec.  a  motion  was  brought  for- 
ward by  the  attorney  general,  for  conti- 
nuing the  fufpention  of  the  Habeas-Cor 
pus  act.  After  a  fpiritfd  debate,  tht 
houfe  divided,  when  there  appeared  51  in 
favor  of  bringing  in  the  bill,  8c  only  13 


The  laft  accounts  from  Algiers  ftate, 
that  an  Englifli  captain  was  forcibly  ta- 
ken  out  of  his  own  veffel,  on  board  of  an 
Algerine  cruizer,  for  refuting  to  bring  to 
when  defired  by  the  Algerine  captain.
